It enables a clear idea to be formed of the present boundary dispute be- 
tween the Government of Northern Ireland and of the Irish Free State. 
It shows the three counties of Donegal, Monaghan and Cavan, which 
Ulster gave up under the Act of 1920, the extent of the territory at pres- 
ent included in Northern Ireland, and those portions of Northern Ireland 
now claimed by the Free State. It wil! be seen that the demands of the 
South have tended to increase, for in the latest claim she includes the 
northwest corner of Londonderry, further slices of Armagh and Down and 
two further portions of Tyrone. She agreed in 1922 that the western! 
part of Tyrone was a “divided” area, with neither Unionists nor Na- 
tionalists preponderating, but this is now included in her claim. The old 
Unionist strongholds of Londonderry and Enniskillen are among her de- 
mands, which now comprise the whole of Fermanagh and Tyrone. Ap-/| 
proximately half of Down and half of Armagh, and portions in the north-| 
west and southeast of Londonderry. This would leave Northern Ireland 
with only one complete county (the Free State having abandoned its claim 
to the norheast corner of Antrim), and parts of Londonderry, Armagh 
and Down—-an area she belleves too small to support a government of its
